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Report  of  School  Board 

With  the  exception  of  the  school  in  the  Hawkins  district, 
the  same  teachers  as  last  year  have  had  charge.  Miss  Emma 
G.  Sheldrick  and  Miss  Annie  F.  Glidden  at  the  Village.  Mrs. 
Mary  E.  Lovett  at  the  Town  House  and  at  the  Hawkins,  Miss 
Elsie  Bartlett  and  Mrs.  Pearl  WiUoughby,  who  taught  the  fall 
term  then  resigned.  Owing  to  the  severity  of  the  weather  it 
was  thought  advisable  to  close  both  the  Primary  and  Haw- 
kins' schools.      It  is  our  purpose  to  open  earlier  this  spring. 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  school  year,  it  will  be  seen  by  the 
Treasurer's  report,  there  was  enough  money  to  pay  all  tuition 
since  then  we  have  had  to  draw  from  the  general  expense  ac- 
count. 

The  tuition  for  pupils  attending  High  and  Preparatory 
schools  was  raised  by  the  last  legislature  from  $40  to  $55 
per  pupil.  As  compared  with  former  years  we  have  paid 
more  than  double  for  tuition  this  past  year.  As  the  number 
of  pupils  attending  these  schools  increase  every  year  we 
would  recommend  the  selectmen  raise  by  taxation  $900.00 
for  tuition,  and  in  connection  with  this  $100.00  for  supplies 
and  $10.00  for  tlags. 

The  only  repairs  made  at  the  village  schools  were  new 
blackboards  in  the  primary  room,  as  it  was  impossible  to 
to  procure  help.
